ON FISHERIES UNSATISFACTORY TO A NUMBER OF ASIAN STATES. 

KUWAIT, SEEING NO BENEFIT, WILL OPPOSE ARTICLES, AND 
AL-SABAH WONDERED AT SRI LANKA SPNOSORSHIP SINCE IT WAS 
OBVIOUSLY AGAINST THEIR BASIC INTERESTS. (FROM ANOTHER AERICAN 
SOURCE, IT WAS LEARNED THAT NUMBER OF AFRICAN STATES, INCLUDING 
TANZANIA, HAD OBJECTIONS TO DRAFT AND WOULD THEREFORE OPPOSE IT.) 

B. AL-SABAH WAS DUBIOUS ON ACHIEVING AGREEMENT ON COMPULSORY 
SETTLEMENT AND KUWAIT WILL WAIT UNTIL TREATY CONTENTS ARE 
DETERMINED BEEORE AGREEING TO COMPULSORY SETTLEMENT. 

C. AL-SABAH NOTED PERSIAN GULE RAPIDLY BECOMING OVER-FISHED AND 
KUWAIT FISHING FLEET NOW OPERATING PRIMARILY OFF WEST AFRICA 
WITH SOME ACTIVITY IN AUSTRALIA-NZ AREAS. HE THOUGHT REGIONAL 
ARRANGEMENTS ON FISHERIES IMPOSSIBLE IN GULF BECAUSE DIFEERING

6. SINGAPORE DELOEF STATED MALAYSIA, INDONESIA AND SINGAPORE 
MET PRIOR TO SBC MEETING TO DISCUSS STRAIT OF MALACCA AND 
AGREED ON NEED FOR LIMITATION OF TANKER SIZE, BUT HE MADE NO 
MENTION OF FIGURES. SINGAPORE CONCERNED ABOUT INDONESIA DESIRE 
TO DIVERT TRAFEIC TO INDONESIAN AREAS AND HAS WARNED MALAYSIA 
OF INDONESIAN INTENT. 
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7. JAPAN DELOFFS, INCLUDING HASAGAWA, MINISTRY OF ENVIRONMENT, 
PRESSED HARD EOR ZONE FOR POLLUTION ENFORCEMENT OF DISCHARGE 
STANDARDS WHICH THEY BELIEVE NECESSARY TO PROTECT JAPANESE 
COASTS. DELOFF STATED IT WAS ALSO FOR TACTICAL REASONS TO 
ATTEMPT TO REACH AGREEMENT ON INTERNATIONAL STANDARDS FOR VES- 
SELS. PORT STATE ENFORCEMENT CONSIDERED INADEQUATE SINCE SOME 
PORT STATES, E.G., USSR, NOT RELIABLE. JAPAN CANNOT ACCEPT

9. SWEDEN DELOFF LIKED TRAIN PROPOSAL AND US DRAFT ARTICLES
